And While This ae Deals With Embroidcring, Why Not a Word or lwo 
Defining Some of thc Popular Work in Art Embroidery? 


Eyelet Embroidery—This style of nee- 
dle-work, familiarly known as English or 
stiletto embroidery, has in the last few 
vears been ‘revived for home. decorative 
and wearing apparel purposes. It consists 


of small round or oval holes, made with a. 


sharp-pointed scissors or a stilletto, Be- 
fore the opening is made a thread is run 
around the design carefully, and the open- 
ing is made by means of cutting toward 
each end, which tends to shape the design. 
The cloth is neatly. rolled under and the 
needlework is done in an overstitch fash- 
ion, all around the opening. Linen thread 
not too fine is employed for embroidering 
the evelets. This linen thread should be 
selected according to the quality of linen 
fused for the pattern. 

- Mt, Mellick Embroidery—This embroid- 

ery takes its name from the village of Mt. 
Mellick, in Queen’s County, Ireland. The 
work is susceptible of many variations. 
‘Usually it is done on white linen, Mt. Mel- 
‘Jick éloth, or linen damask. It is suitable 
for center pieces, scarfs, bedspreads, shirt- 
waists, etc. A pearl-luster embroiderv 


thread, in varied sizes, or Mt. Melliek silk, 
is employed to produce the correct effect in 
this work. 


Hardanger Embroidery—In Western 
Norway, on the banks of a little river, 


_ Stands the city of Hardanger. This is 


where the Hardanger embroidery work 
originated, and from there it was taken up 
by the whole of Europe. It was introduced 
here a few vears ago and has since held a 
prominent place in the department of art 
needlework. It is made in serim or canvas, 
which may be obtained in different sizes 
or meshes. The work is simple and beau- 
tiful and is recommended for its durability, 
The thread employed has a pear! luster, 


Holbein Embroldery—This work is a 
cross-stitch’ embroidery done in red and 
blue cotton only. The origin of Holbein 
may be traced back to Hans Holbein, an 


artist living in the fifteenth century, who 


originally employed a similar design in his 


paintings, which show antique borders, 
dragons, heraldic emblems and figures of 


men and women in court costume. The 


work is done on a_ Russian linen cloth of 
quite heavy quality. It is used in decorat- 
ing towels, table cloths, doilies, center- 
pieces and bedspreads. 


Hedebo Embroidery — This interesting 
work is known to many art embroidery 
lovers as Danish embroidery. It is of Dan- 
ish origin, and is one of the highest arts in 
the white embroidery line. Hedebo em- 
broidery is done on white or cream Danish 
art linen, an embroidery thread being used 
for makng the eyelets, filo-twist for the 
solid work, and a linen lace thread for the 
lace stitches. All figures are first outlined, 
then buttonholed neatly in a narrow but- 
tonhole stitch around the edge. The little 
triangles, stars, fans, crescents, ete., which 
combine to make the artistic designs are 
also made of the buttonhole sttches, work- 
ed very close together. In order that the 
stitches be uniform they are counted. 


Shadow Embroidery—Unlike any other 
kind of art needlework, the shadow em- 
broidery is worked on the wrong side of the 
material, thus reflecting the outline only on 
the right side. The embroidery work is one 


of the simplest ever produced. It is very 
effective when used for shirtwaist decora- 
tions, collar And euffs, pillows, corset covers, 
scarts and centerpieces. The material on 
which the work is done must be verv sheer, 
so that the embroidery can show through. 
on the right side; hence the name 
‘‘shadow.’’ The stitch is verv simple, be- 
ing worked from one edge to ahother. ‘The 
right side stitches must be close together, 
making a _ perfect outline for the pat- 
tern. The work resembles applique. It is 
shown in machine as well as hand-done pat- 
terns. Such work when in a delicate color 
is verv rich and attractive. 

N°rdisca Embroidery—'This is an artis- 
tic embroidery, recently developed. The 
designs are embroidered in a cross stitch 
form on buff material. This work is svym- 
bolic of picturesque Norway, and the in- 
troduction of figures and animals peculiar 
to that country make the designs extremely 
interesting. It is shown in both stamped 
and finished pieces, such as. towels, center- 
pieces, table covers and portieres. Unlike 
the usual cross stitch, there is no counting 
to be done, as the work is less exact. Red, 
green, black and blue are combined in the 
designs.

New York, June 25.—After some little 
irregularity later in the day the cotton 
market advanced and closed firm at a 
net gain of |2@!3 points. Sales for the 
day were estimated at 300,000 bales. 
The opening was barely steady at an 
@ivance of 2@!i2 points, August show- 
ing the maximum gain on covering of 
shorts, higher cables than exchanged 
from recent buyers. But offerings were 
quite heavy at the advance, particularly 
for the new crop, owing to the favor- 
ably weather reported in the south and 
expectations of a bearish weekly report 
from the weather tureau at midday. 
Prices eased off to a decline of about 
1\@5 points on the more active months 
under these offerings with August con- 
tinuing to hold over the closing figures 
of yesterday. Then the whole list firm- 

up on more aggressive buying by 
bull leaders and a more urgent demand 
from shorts. The high point was reached 
in the last few minutes of the day and 
the close was within 2 or 3 points of 
the best. The weekly report of the 
weatlrer bureau was quite as favorable 
aa had been expected and had evidently 
been discounted in advance. Private re- 
ports from the south continued bullish 
and rumors were afloat concerning the 
possibility of an end season squeeze, 
which restricted short selling.

New York, June 25.—Complete proof 
has been obtained that practically all of 
the stock of cotton in New York has 
passed into the hands of a few wealthy 
men who regard it as an investment. This 
has been accomplished after a leisurely 
and exhaustive investigation by these 
men of all conditions and after the facts: 
forced the deduction ‘that the remnant 
of cotton remaining in America will com- 
mand very much higher prices before the 
end of the cotton season. These men 
thus control .actually more than one- 
half of the total supply at the ports 
of the United States. These operations 
were commenced last March and cotton 
has been acquired gradually until now 
those interested in it are absolutely in 
command of the situation. Current gos- 
sip connects the name of Theodore Price 
with this operation. Investigation leaves 
but little doubt that he had associated 
with him capitalists of very great m- 
portance whose resourceg are enormous. 
Mr. Price in an interview today said 
that mo corner was contemplated: that 
he does not believe in corners, but that 
simply ag a commercial proposition the 
ownership of cotton strongly appeals to 
him at present. He expressed the opin- 
lon-that before the end of August cot- 
ton in New York market would com- 
mand prices that would surprise even 
the Ynost radical.
